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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

In this Supplemental Amendment After Final ("Supplemental Amendment"), Applicant 
proposes to cancel, without prejudice or disclaimer, claim 16. No new matter is introduced. 

The Supplemental Amendment supplements the Amendment After Final filed on 
December 3, 2007. 

Prior to entry of the Supplemental Amendment, claims 1-22 were pending in the 
application. After entry of the Supplemental Amendment, claims 1-15 and 17-22 are pending in 
the appUcation. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner provisionally rejected claim 16 on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 56 of 
copending U.S. patent application No. 10/736,832 ("the '832 application"); and rejected claim 16 
under 35 U.S.C, § 103(a) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 5,073,870 to Morita 
("Morita"). The Examiner also allowed claims 1-15 and 17-22.
